| Male struck by car 

Last Wednesday, at approximately 9:15 
p.m., members of the Niagara Regional 
Police, Fort Erie Fire Department and 
Niagara Emergency Medical Services 
responded to the area of Bowen Rd. North 
and Thompson Rd. in Fort Erie for a male 
who had been struck by a car. 

A group of friends were involved in 
driving an old vehicle through a farmer's 
field on Bowen Road when they got stuck 
in the mud. 

Two males left on foot eastbound on 
Bowen road to get assistance, while the 
inedwiththecar. Another 
friend at a nearby residence was alerted 
to the sound of the revving engine, locat¬ 
ed the stuck car and successfiilly pulled it 
from the mud with a truck. The male in 
the mud covered car then sped off east- 
bound down Bowen Rd. and struck one 
the males walking. 

The injured male was transported via 
ambulance to Erie Country Medical 
Centre in Buffalo with non-life threaten¬ 
ing injuries.

Fort Erie Race Track officials 
and supporters say it has been a 
successful season, despite a sig¬ 
nificant drop in horses and 

During a press conference 
inside the track’s clubhouse 
Friday, officials outlined how the 
2013 campaign has unfolded so 
far, as well as next year’s out- 

Net earnings to date, on a 
race-by-race basis, is up 2%. 

The live, on-track handle on a 
per-race basis is up 12%, food 
and beverage revenue, per day, 
is up 13%, while program sales, 
per day, has skyrocketed by 
55%. 

To improve customer experi¬ 
ence and increase on-site 
patronage, the track now pro¬ 
vides a breakfast club, betting 
contests, new types of wagers 
and bets, along with live 

To build on the momentum 
created since taking over oper¬ 
ations in 2010, the Fort Erie 
Live Racing Consortium is call¬ 
ing on the province — which 
provided $5.5 million to help 
keep the track alive this season, 
the first without slot money — 
to commit to a multi-year con- 


“Our proposal for a three-year, 
evergreen-style agreement, is 
really the best and most imme¬ 
diate mechanism to re-install 
confidence into the horse-racing 
industry,” said chief executive 
officer Jim Thibert. 

“In essence, if the government 
wanted to cancel racing within a 
five-year period, they would 
have to tell us on opening day of 

He said with confidence will 
come more investment, horses 
and stability. 

The consortium wants the 
government to provide either 
$7.9-million per year to provide 
for 400 races or $8.7 million for 
500. 

“That’s just based on the oper¬ 
ating cost that we can't cover 
based on the number of races 
they give us and the conditions. 

“It is fairer for those in the 


pie of Ontario. 

The contract would do away 
with the year-to-year uncertain¬ 
ty track officials and horsepeople 
have had to struggle with. In past 
years, track officials and the 
province have come to some sort 
of financial agreement to keep 
the track open. 

“Nobody should have to wait 
every year on pins and needles 
just to find out if their lives are 
going to be turned upside down 
or if they will have another year 
of gainful employment in a 
career path that is very likely 
determined from their experi¬ 
ences as a youth,” said Thibert. 

The consortium’s board of 
directors are hoping for an 
answer to their proposal by Oct. 
15, the last day of racing.

The Niagara Health 
System unveiled its com¬ 
pleted renovations at the 
Douglas Memorial site 
with a ribbon cutting cer¬ 
emony and tour for invited 
guests and the media last 
Thursday.

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Town needs more money 
for legal expenses

The legal bills are piling 
up at Town Hall. 

At Monday night's coun- 
cil-in-committee meeting. 


staff made a request for 
council to increase its legal 
expense budget for 2013 
by $65,000 due to ongoing 
costs that have exceeded 
what was set aside for the

After the most recent 
budget deliberations, 
$37,000 was allocated for 
general legal expenses but 
so far $82,285 has been 
spent, plus $10,740 for the 
municipality's legal repre¬ 
sentation during the 
Canadian Motor Speedway 
Ontario Municipal Board 
hearing and $6,390 worth 
of freedom of information 
matters. 

Altogether, the Town of 
Fort Erie budgeted $84,600 
to cover legal expenses, 
along with what other 
departments such as plan¬ 
ning, the fire department 
and human resources 
might face. 

The grand total is 
$150,115 spent so far this 
year, leaving the munici¬ 
pality $65,000 short of 
what was decided as the 
required amount for 2013. 

The Town's director of 
financial services Helen 
Chamberlain said there 
are sufficient funds in the 
legal and legislative ser¬ 
vices wages and benefits 
allotment to cover the 
shortfall. 

Ward 5 Coun. Don 
Lubberts immediately took 
exception to the munici¬ 
pality covering legal costs 
for the Canadian Motor 
Speedway, after council's 
decision to move ahead 


with the project was 
appealed to the OMB. 

"For $10,000 we gave a 
legal opinion? What did 
we do for $10,000?" 

Director of planning and 
community development 
Rick Brady explained to 
the councillor for Crystal 
Beach that the expense 
comes from the Town 
defending its position at 
the hearing. 

"There's always a fee 
associated with a decision 
of this council if there's 
appeal to the OMB," said 

In March 2012, Lubberts 
and three other members 
of council voted in favour 
of terminating the munici¬ 
pality's director of legal 
services Heather Salter 
and since then external 
counsel has been con¬ 
tracted by the Town of Fort 
Erie. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick 
Shular said a report from 
staff that would compare 
the benefits of the munici¬ 
pality using external coun¬ 
sel to having an in-house 
lawyer is needed. 

"If we don't understand 
this, the general public is 
at a shortfall," said Shular. 

In the new business por¬ 
tion of the meeting, Shular 
made this request of staff 
and it was approved. 


Whalen makes appearance 


Roseanne Whalen, the 
mother of a two-year-old 
Fort Erie girl who died two 
years ago, made another 
brief court appearance 
Monday in Welland where 
her case was put over until 
October. 

It was the first time 
Whalen, 25, has returned to 
assignment court since 
Rainbow Hill, 30, ofFortErie, 
who was in a periodic 
domestic relationship with 
Whalen, pleaded guilty to 
second-degree murder, and 
her sister, Amanda Dipota, 
31, of Niagara Falls, pleaded 
guilty to accessory to murder 
in the death of Marissa 
Whalen. 

Hill and Dipota entered 
their pleas on June 28 and 
returned to court Aug. 16 for 
sentencing. 

Hill was sentenced to life 
in prison, which carries a 
mandatory 10 years before a 
person can apply for parole. 


The courts can extend that 
due to the circumstances of 
the case. 

Dipota was sentenced to 
three years, four moths and 
two days behind bars on a 
charge of accessory after the 
fact to murder. 

Whalen, who remains in 
custody, is being represent¬ 
ed by Niagara Falls defence 
lawyer Geoffrey Hadfield. 
She returns to the next 
assignment court at 2:15 
p.m., Oct. 15 in Welland. 

Whalen is charged with 
second-degree murder and 
causing indignity to a body. 

Marissa’s remains were 
found nearly two years ago 
in a rural area of Ohsweken, 
near Brantford. 

The little girl was mur¬ 
dered on July 29, 2011, in 
Fort Erie and was taken to 
the Six Nations area. 

Police recovered parts of 
Marissa's body on Oct. 16, 
2011 .

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Craitor re-introducing right of passage bill at Queen's Park

The Ontario Shorewalk 
Association, along with 
Niagara Falls MPP Kim 
Craitor, wants a better 
understanding of what is 
considered public property 
in the province along the 
Great Lakes. 

Craitor will be bringing 
his right of passage bill 
before the provincial legis¬ 
lature for the fourth time, 
an effort he started work¬ 
ing on eight years ago. 

In 2005, the Ontario 
Shorewalk Association was 
founded around the same 
time Fort Erie resident 
Garry Skerrett asked 
Craitor to address this 
issue at Queen's Park 
because of mixed concep¬ 
tions of what waterfront 


property owners are enti¬ 
tled to. 

Both Craitor and the 
Shorewalk Association feel 
people should be allowed 
to travel on foot between 
the high-water mark and 
the water's edge. 

The high-water mark is 
considered a point on the 
shore where the presence 
of water is so continuous it 
leaves a distinct mark 
either by erosion, destruc¬ 
tion of terrestrial vegeta¬ 
tion or any other easily 
recognized characteristic. 

If passed, it would block 
private property owners 
from building fences and 
blocking shoreline access. 

Since its first introduc¬ 
tion, Craitor said very little 
progress has been made 
but he hopes this time 
around it can be addressed 



and make it to a vote. 

"Nothing has changed 
and I'm continuing to say 
there should be a right of 
passage," said Craitor. 

The bill was put to a halt 
when the Ontario legisla¬ 
ture prorogued over the 
winter but Craitor will be 
bringing it back to land at 
Queen's Park. 

"I'm supporting the peo¬ 
ple who elected me who 
say they want me to bring 
it forward again." 

Skerrett said he is glad 
to see Craitor planning to 
re-introduce the bill and 
that he has played a large 
role in the Shorewalk 
Association's efforts that 
began in 2005. 

"We've been working 
with him since then," said 
Skerrett.

Start training, dust off those running shoes because the ninth annual 
Crystal Beach 5K Run and Walk is coming up, Oct. 12. 

"This began nine years ago on a whim. None of us had any idea what 
we were doing," laughed Phil Smith, of the race committee. "It started 
with 70 people participating and has grown each year. Last year we had 
400 participants," he said. 

Their goal this year is to see between 400 and 500 people come out 
for the event. 

The gun goes off at 11 a.m., to start the five-kilometre run, held on 
Thanksgiving weekend. 

The committee has been working 
ensure that the 2013 event will be the 
best yet. 

Smith said it's a great community event 
with free vintage T-shirts, custom bibs, 
custom medals, national anthem singers, 
honourary starters, goodie bags, bumper 
stickers, a post-race party and more.
